The  "birth-rate  of  Tintwistle  for  1942  was  equivalent  to  eight 
per  thousand. 

Hie  deaths  of  Tintwistle  residents  for  the  year  were  twenty-four 
which  equals  an  annual  death-rate  of  twenty- one  per  thousand,  compared  to 
a  death-rate  for  England  Vfcles  of  12.1.?  the  dearth- rate  of  1942  was  equiv¬ 
alent  to  nine  per  thousand.  This  death-rate  is  not  as  serious  as  it  first 
appears,  "but  serves  t..  illustrate  the  fact  together  y/ifii  the  loirth-rate, 
that  the  population  of  the  village  is  on  the  decrease.  Of  the  twenty-four 

deaths  there  was  one  under  the  age  of  one  yea,r,“  eight  in  the  large  age 
group  twenty-five  to  sixty-five  and  fifteen  over  the  age  of  sixty-five. 

IlilE'CTIOUS  EIGE.-iSES  on  the  whole  have  loeen  mild,  whooping  cough 
"being  the  most  prevo.lent.  There  has  keen  one  mild  case  of  Eiphtheria 
and  two  cases  of  Scarlet  Eever?  all  recovered  sati sfa,ctorily.  Seven  cases 
jf  measles  ho.ve  "been  notified  to  me  a,nd  one  of  .i.cute  Primary  Pneumonia. 

There  were  twenty- three  cases  of  ”'/ho  iping  Cough  n  otified  "but  I  an  aware 
that  there  were  actually  more  cases  of  this  disease,  hut  most  o.pp^f’-^  to  have 
"been  mild  in  character. 

Regarding  Preventive  I-edicine,  Pifty-five  children  have  keen 
imiunised  against  Diphtheria  during  1943, 

Hie  numker  of  cases  of  Tukerculosis  continues  to  decline^  there 
are  now  only  five  notified  ca,ses  of  this  disease  in  the  village.  There  was 
one  death  during  the  year  kut  no  nev\r  notifications.
